constituent, namely, hydrogen. 

Hydrogen lias at times with a weight 
of two and additional atom. The per- 
ception of tills fact led to the .discov- 
ery of heavy hydrogen. At this point. 
Dr. Sleaeie described the iiu-thod ot 
pnxluciiig heavy water. It consists 
jirimarily of an electrolytic cell through 
wlileh a very high electric current Is 
made lo pass. There is. at this stage, 
the phenomenon of Ionization. The 
ordinary water Is drawn away through 
the l•c.^l of the aiiparalu.s. The heavy 
walcr ri-nvuns at the iMttom of the 
cell, due jiartly to its very high boiling 
IKiinl. 

Dr. Sleaeie pointed out that, although 
It Is not jiotsonoiks, thp purest grades 
of heavy w.itcr sloji grtwtli. Practic- 
ally no orgaiii.Mu.s prefer iu-avy to light 
water. According lo the Iccliirer, it Is 
lelnllvely easy to Investigate heavy 
water In the presence of ordinary wa- 
lcr bscaiisc of Its greater apcclflo grav- 
ity. The siicakcr furUier stat«l that 
whilsi there Is as yet no ilefinlte inac- 
tieai value lo lie;ny' water it allords a 
chaiien ot lollowliig many IntercAtlng 
phenomena.
